Adopting as a familiar <and attrac- 
tive illustration and parallel the sub- 
ject of cake.s, Mr. Carus-Wllson, lalk- 
iiiK recently on rocks before the Iloyal 
Oçojîraphlcal Society, and lhat Just iis 
you Kct different itinds of cakes by 
mixing different ingredients, so varie- 
ties of rocks were formed by different 
chemical compounds. Tho baking, 
too, botii of cultes and rocks, was aii 
important matter, and tiie results var- 
ied accordluR as tlie mixture was put 
into a .slow or a quick oven. Tlius the 
douKh of granite had been cooled very 
slowly and Under great pressure to 
produce tho fine crystalline stone 
wliich made such handsome building 
niatorlai. Precisely tlie same mixture 
shot up lliroUKli a volcano and cooled 
very quickly turned into glass instead 
of granite. 

The bulk of the lecture was devoted 
to the rook known as limestone, and 
much of It to the kind of limestone 
we call chalk. Mr. Wilson personally 
conducted his party — by lantern slides 
—to Btwitbourne first of all. and showed 
them tho layers of clialk of wlilch 
Beachy Head is partly composed. That 
high cluft must, he said, at ono time 
havo been under tho sea, and at that 
time tho chalk was laid down ns mud. 
The chalk here was pretty hard, and 
if a bil of it was taken and ground 
down to a very thin .voction, .so lliat 
llie llKlit could pass ihrouKli it it 
could be examined under a. miscro- 
scope. 

When it was thus magnified they 
could have no doubt at ail of what 
chalk was mainly composed. Ninety 
per cent, of It wa« made up of min- 
ute shells, and when they were closely 
exammed it was found that they were 
very much like tho tfh'ells now being 
deposited at the bottom of tho Attan- 
l,ic Ocean. 

Proceeding next to a chalk pit, 
where the chalk is much softer, the 
lecturer made a solution of it and 
showed a drop under the microscope. 
Here auain, it could be seen that tho 
inRredlents were almost whole inlnule 
shells. Then ho went to Derby.s'hire 
and explained that tlie beaiilifiil ficon- 
ery of the lors had boon broiiRhl nliout 
by the action of the <'arbi)nlc add ot 
rain water acthiK on the inoiiiiiuin 
lliiiestone. The nursed hills represent- 
ed a ehoiTiical as well iin a mechanical 
wrooli.

"There were five tnilldiiiM.-*," he con- 
limied. "three ot tlu'in olil, graceful, 
linioslono coUcKcs ot Hie Colonial type 
one of them tho oldest college liuiiil- 
in Vermont. In one of these I lived 
lour years niy.-<elf as a student, and 
tlie olTlcu into which I was ushered 
had served us a recllation room when 
mv father «ecurod his education at 
.MIddlcbiuv. A smuU nut very beauti- 
ful white maible library liad been 
erected at tlie centennial of the col- 
iire in iflOO. Two years 'otcr a large, 
well-equipped science hall was added. 

"The eiidnwincnl of the college was 
I Illy JJlO.OOli. and the total annual in- 
come less than SSO.UOO. ll had less 
than a quarter elthor the oildowmenl 
or pliint ( f eillicr Wtllla.iis, Amherst 
or Wcsleyaii.

NEW B ASEBALL RULES 

Six now rules wore added to those 
which govern college baseball, at the 
eighth annual ronvenlion uf the Na- 
tional Athletic Association held last 
month. The g<'neral purpose of the 
rules is to rid college baseball of un- 
sportsmanlilie usages. The new rul- 
ings follow: — 

First: The cntchor i^haW not dur- 
ing actual play speak to the batsinan, 
except where occasion requires a 
bona-tlde word of caution and in 
speaking to tlie pitcher he shall not 
use words redectins or calculated to 
reflect upon the batsman or any 
member of the oppo.slng team. 

Second: No members of either 
team sliali call or shout during the 
game to any member of the opposing 
team, except to caution him against 
some danger, nor behave In any In- 
decorous or unseemly manner. 

Third: There shall be no oral 
coarhing from the Dench. 

Fourth: The so-called "encourage- 
ment of tho pitcher" from the out- 
Held shall be stopped or at least min- 
imized. 

I'-lfth: The unipiro shall warn a 
player for an infraction of the rules, 
and then exclude him from the game. 

Sixth: The students of the boms 
team must not cheer in such a way 
as to "rattle" tho opposing team. 
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
